M. Demange here asked th at the offi­ 
cial report of the treatm ent of Dreyfu* 
on Devil’s island, which was published 
in the newspapers last week, be read 
The clerk of the court did sa and in a 
sym pathetic tone recounted the harrow 
iug tale of Dreyfus’ m ental and physic­ 
al suffering and inhum an treatm ent on 
the island. 
Deep draw n breaths of in 
digestion came from the hearers as the 
reading 
proceeded- 
Dreyfus 
first 
watched the face of the judge w ith his 
usual composure, but gradually as story 
proceeded and the incidents of his aw ful 
existence were brought before him. his 
eyes grew dim and tears slowly trickled 
down his cheeks. 
Dreyfos could stand 
i* no longer, and for the first tim e dur 
m g the trial gave way to emotions anil 
silently wept. 
The faces of the audi­ 
ence expressed sym pathy for the pris­ 
oner's emotion and even the captain of 
the gensdaimes. sitting beside Dreyfus, 
turned and gave him a look of uncon­ 
cealed compassion. 
G eneral M errier, 
who w ith M. Le bon was seated in the 
front row of the witness seats, listened 
unmoved, while Colonel Jouaust fol­ 
lowed it w ith the air of bored tolerance. 
M. Le bon afterw ards returned to the 
stage and added a few more words in 
justification of his conduct.

Colonel Henry, the French officer whs 
com m itted suicide in prison after con 
fessing to forging certain documents ii 
the case.

The International Typographical Un 
ion convention selected Milwaukee foi 
the next meeting place. 
The report of the committee on law* 
favoring levying a special assessment 
upon members of not more than 50 centi 
in any three months by the executiv* 
council whenever the strike fund shah 
fall below $20,000 was adopted.
